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Spring  Contests 
of  1930  Attract 
Many  Entrants 

1622  High  School  Studonts  of  North¬ 
west  Missouri  Compote  in  Nearly 
Eighty  Different  Events. 

More  than  seven  hundred  high  school 
students  wcro  given  their  meals  at  the 
Collego  cafeteria  on  Friday,  April  25. 
The  Maryvillo  Chamber  of  Commerce 
together  with  tho  housing  committco, 
•composed  of  Miss  Hopkins  and  Miss 
Helwig  of  the  Collego,  were  kept  busy 
day  and  night  finding  rooming  places 
for  tho  contestants. 

Most  popular  of  all  tho  contests 
seemed  to  bo  thoso  in  music.  More  than 
a  thousand  entries  were  mado  in  these 
events  alone.  Contests  were  held  in 
orchestra,  band,  chorus,  girls’  and  boys’ 
gleo  club,  boys’  quartet,  piano  tfolo, 
violin  solo,  and  cornet  solo.  It  was 
nearly  midnight  Friday  beforo  tho  last 
band  had  played  before  tho  crowd  that 
filled  the  auditorium. 

Winners  in  tho  literary,  dramatics,  i 
musical,  and  scholastic  events  wcro 
well  distributed.  Students  and  groups  | 
representing  twenty-three  high  schools 
won  first  places  in  these  events.  Tho 
winners  of  Thursday’s  and  Friday’s 
contests  were  announced  in  tho  audi¬ 
torium  following  tho  program  Friday 
night. 

Moro  than  fifteen  hundred  contest¬ 
ants  competing  in  soventy-eight  events 
for  twenty-eight  trophy  cups  and  over 
so  many  medals  made  the  twenty-first 
annual  Northwest  Missouri  High  School 
contests  the  biggest  thing  of  its  kind 
in  the  history  of  tho  school.  Despite 
this  hugo  entry  list,  the  gcnoral  com¬ 
ment  was  that  tho  ovents  were  run  off 
more  smoothly  than  ever  before. 

Ironical  Missouri  weather  gavo  bril¬ 
liant  sunshine  for  the  homo  economics, 
art,  dramatics,  and  grain  judging  con¬ 
tests  on  Thursday,  and  then  brought 
rain  for  tho  tennis  tournament  on  Fri¬ 
day  and  tho  track  meet  Saturday.  Part 
of  the  tonuis  matches  were  played  Fri¬ 
day  morning.  In  tho  afternoon  rain 
caused  tho  remaining  matches  to  be 
postponed  until  Saturday  when  they 
wcro  finally  played  off. 

Nearly  the  entire  faculty  of  tho  Col¬ 
lege  and  a  large  number  of  students 
were  busy  during  tho  three  days  in 
conducting  tho  contests. 

Thursday  saw  tho  affair  well  under 
way  with  the  grain  judging,  represeu-' 


iation,  costumo  designing,  bedmaking, 
fine  arts,  and  play  production  contests. 
Tho  entries  in  tho  fino  arts  contests 
were  judged  as  to  harmony  of  lino,  dark 
and  light,  color  and  technique,  porspoc- 
tivo,  placement  of  shadows,  tochniquo 
and  proportion.  Tho  costumo  design 
contest  had  only  ono  ontry,  while  only  a 
few  entered  in  tho  other  two  arta  con¬ 
tests. 

Tho  dramatic  contest  in  play  produc¬ 
tion  held  a  big  place  in  tho  day’s  sclicd- 
ulo  Thursday.  Eight  schools  were  en¬ 
tered  and  of  thoso  eight,  threo  wcro 
picked  for  tho  final  production  Thurs¬ 
day  evening.  Tho  wholo  evoning’s  en¬ 
tertainment  may  bo  characterized  by

Administrators 
Had  Program- 
DinnerSaturday 

Mr.  George  Molclior,  Kansas  City  Edu¬ 
cator,  gives  Principal  Address  at 
Knights  of  Hickory  Stick  Dinner. 

In  answer  to  tho  question,  “IIow  will 
tho  new  survey  plan  for  financing  edu¬ 
cation  in  Missouri  affect  the  taxes  of 
the  small  property  owner  and  tho  man 
with  tho  small  income,”  Mr.  George 
Melchcr,  superintendent  of  the  Kansns 
City,  Missouri,  schools,  speaking  before 
tho  Knights  of  tho  Hickory  Stick,  last 
Saturday  night,  at  the  Country  Club 
said,  “It  cannot  iucreaso  his  taxes,  and 
it  may  lower  his  taxes  and  it  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  increase  educational  oppor¬ 
tunity. 

The  educators  and  board  mombers 
present  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of 
the  new  plan,  which  has  boon  discussed 
from  several  standpoints  at  tho  last 
few  meeting^  of  tho  Hickory  Sticks. 

Mr.  Melchcr  presented  the  new  plan 
from  the  viewpoint  of  tho  cities.  He 
said  that  the  plan  had  received  some 
unfavorable  press  comments  at  tho 
start,  because  it  was  not  understood. 
He  showed  how  the  new  plan  would  not 
place  tho  burden  on  any  one  section 
of  tho  state  and  that  it  would  not  mean 
that  any  city  or  section  would  liavo  to 
pay  the  bill  for  another  city  or  section. 

Tho  Kansas  City  superintendent 
showed  how  since  the  tax  would  be  on 
income  instead  of  personal  and  real  pro¬ 
perty  that  many  individual  and  com¬ 
pany  property  owners  in  the  cities  who 
are  now  really  property  poor  and  fac¬ 
ing  ruin  on  account  of  excessive  taxes 
on  non-paying  property,  would  bo  re¬ 
lieved  and  benefitted  by  tho  new  plan, 
just  as  property  owners  in  rural  or 
other  localities  would  bo  thus  bone- 
fitted. 

In  his  opening  remarks  the  speaker 
paid  tribute  to  tho  teaching  profession 
saying  that  education  is  tho  most  per¬ 
manent  business  in  the  world  and  that  • 
no  matter  if  expert  typists  aro  taking 
tho  place  of  expert  penmen,  school 
teachers  must  ever  be,  for  the  children 
of  each  generation  must  bo  taught. 

Mr.  Melchcr  laid  tho  challcngo  at  the 
feet  of  the  Northwest  Missouri  educa¬ 
tors  when  he  said  that  tho  improve¬ 
ments  in  education  in  Missouri  thus  far 
had  come  at  tho  hands  of  informed 
educators  scattered  throughout  the 
state,  who  had  workod  together  with 
the  Missouri  legislators  for  tho  im¬ 
provements,  and  ho  said  that  it  had 
been  in  the  past,  so  it  would  bo  in  the 
future. 

The  Speaker  said  that  personally  lie 
favored  tho  idea  of  no  state  property

Instructor  Tells 

About  Sun^Eclipse 

At  tho  Mens’  Monday  Forum  this 
week  Mr.  George  II.  Colbert  of  tho 
College  gavo  a  short  address  concerning 
sun  spots  which  ho  illustrated  by  means 
of  lantern  slides.  Mr.  Colbert  told  of 
the  importance  to  scientists  of  tho 
eclipse  of  the  s'un,  which  occured  Mon¬ 
day  afternoon,  in  connection  with  tho 
taking  of  picturos  which  reveal  condi¬ 
tions  on  and  near  that  little  star,  our 
sun,  which  is'  tho  center  of  our  solar 
system. 

Mr.  Colbert  said  that  expensive  ap¬ 
paratus  for  taking  pictures  of  tho 
eclipse,  is  always  sot  up  in  cortain  re¬ 
gions,  in  order  to  bo  ready  to  take  pic¬ 
turos  of  full  eclipse  which  lasts  usually 
only  ono  and  a  half  seconds.  Ho  ex¬ 
plained  that  it  is  tho  outer  rim  of  the 
sun  and  tho  gasoous  clouds  which  scorn 
to  spout  up  from  it  often  to  a  distance 
of  200,000  miles,  which  tho  scientists 
wish  to  study.  Becnuso  of  tho  brilliancy 
of  tho  sun  good  picturos  of  it  cannot  bo 
mado  oxccpt  when  tho  moon  comes  bo- 
twoon  tho  earth  and  tho  sun,  thus  cut¬ 
ting  off  tho  light  from  tho  bright  cen¬ 
ter  of  tho  sun. 

In  speaking  about  sun  spots,  Mr. 
Colbort  explained  that  tlioy  roach  their 
maximum  und  minimum  number  ovory 
olovon  years.  Sciontists  boliovo  that  tho 
sun  spots,  which  appoar  liko  Btorins  on 
tho  faco  of  tlio  sun,  havo  somotliing  to 
do  with  wcuthor  conditions  on  tho

Honric  Ibson’s  Play,  Sponsored  by  the 
Newman  Club,  was  Presontod  April 
22;  to  bo  Given  Mother’s  Day. 


Flaying  before  a  small  but  enthus¬ 
iastic  audience,  a  Dramatics  Club  cast 
presented  Honric  Ibsen’s  three-act  play, 
"A  Doll’s  House”  in  what  thoso  pres¬ 
ent  considered  a  very  crcditablo  man¬ 
ner.  Tho  consensus  was  that  tho  cast, 
composed  entirely  of  underclassmon 
with  a  freshman  playing  tho  woman’s 
load,  interpreted  tlio  weighty  drama 
surprisingly  well. 

The  theme  around  which  Ibsen  builds 
tho  play  presented  in  tlio  Collego  audi¬ 
torium  Tuesday  evening,  April  22,  was 
that  of  tho  emancipation  of  woman. 
Nora  Hclmcr,  played  by  Betty  Price, 
forges  her  dead  father’s  name  to  a  note 
in  order  to  obtain  money  to  pay  her 
husband’s  doctor  bill  and  bring  him 
back  to  health. 

For  eight  years  Mrs.  Ilolmor  saves 
secretly  to  pay  off  the  noto  at  tho 
same  time  raising  a  family  and  posing 
as  her  husband’s  ‘little  song  bird’.  Tor- 
vald  Holmor,  played  by  Fred  Barbee, 
accuses  his  wife  of  being  a  spendthrift, 
littlo  realizing  her  heroic  efforts  to 
save.  Mrs.  Ilelmor  faces  tho  crisis  of 
her  lifo  when  Nils  Ivrogstad,  a  potty 
lawyer,  played  by  Paris  Phipps,  discov¬ 
ers  her  forgery  and  forces  her  to  im¬ 
portune  her  husband  not  to  discharge 
him  from  his  employ  on  throat  of  dis¬ 
closing  her  guilt.  She  pleads  with  Tor- 
void,  but  to  no  avail,  and  Krogstad 
mails  his  employer  a  letter  notifying 
him  of  his  wife’s  crime. 

While  enduring  this  mental  distress, 
Mrs.  Ilelmor  must  go  on  playing  with 
her  chihlron,  entertaining  her  husband, 
celebrating  Christmas,  attending  fancy 
dross  balls,  and  sympathizing  with  all 
the  unfortunates  about  her,  not  tho 
least  of  whom  is  Dr.  Rank,  a  physician, 
who  is  obsessed  with  the  idea  that  ho 
is  on  tho  brink  of  tho  grave. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Christine 
Linden,  an  old  acquaintance  of  Nora’s, 
Krogstad  retracts  and  decides  not  to 
expose  the  doings  of  Mrs.  Holmor.  In¬ 
stead  of  praising  his  wife  for  her  heroic 
action,  Torvald  forgives  her  for  the 
lotion  which  he  iinuglnos  would  havo 
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dragged  his  honor  in  tho  dust.  At  last, 
Nora  finds  tho  lack  of  appreciation  of 
her  efforts  and  sacrifices  unbearable, 
and  sho  leaves  Torvnld  until  Bncli  a 
time  ns  tho  groat  miracle  enn  happen — 
when  tho  htisbnnd  can  sncrifico  his  hon¬ 
or  ns  tlio  wife  hns  sacrificed  everything 
sho  owns. 

Bottio  Price,  who  played  tlio  part  of 
Nora,  1ms  received  many  favorable  com-! 
meats  upon  her  interpretation  of  the 
pnrt  which  is  conceded  to  ho  a  difficult 
one  for  an  experienced  actress.  Miss 
Price,  wiio  is  a  freshman,  had  never 
before  appearod  in  a  long  piny  in  Col¬ 
lege.  The  others  in  tho  cast  wore 
nlBO  complimented  for  their  work. 

Tlio  "Doll’s  House”  will  again  bo 
presontod  at  tlio  Collogo  ns  a  part  of 
tlio  Mother's  Day  program,  Wednesday, 
April  30.  Tlio  play  is  scheduled  to  begin 
at  3:00  p.  m.
